It is a man who never 
attends the meetings of his union, who never takes any 
part in advancing the cause he has taken a solemn oath 
to promote, who never thinks of the union label when he 
or his wife spends his union wages, which would be sev- 
eral dollars a day less than they are, were there no unions, 
and who labors under the mistaken delusion that some- 
how somebody else will do for him everything that the 
union movement can do for him. 

There is where the deadhead is so completely wrong 
that it becomes nothing short of tragic, when we note the 
blasted hopes, the unrealized aims and greatly reduced 
gains resulting directly from this very failing of so many 
members of organized labor. 

Now the truth of the situation is no one else on the 
face of the earth can exactly fill any member’s place in 
the union, so long as he belongs and is actually earning 
his living at whatever trade or calling he may be engaged 
in. Every man has a place to fill and fit into and whenever 
he fails to do his part he handicaps his organization like a 
machine is crippled when an essential part of it is out of 
order or missing entirely. 

Like an automobile with one of its wheels missing, 
the union likewise lacking the active support of deadhead 
members, who should be live wires, simply lags and 
makes little or no progress. The trouble is not with the 
union or the principles of organized labor, but with those 
members who fail to do their part when it comes to a 
test. 

All that any labor union is or can be, is an association 
of men and women, who earn their living by labor and 
who have united to use their combined strength to ad- 
vance the interests of all. Those who fall down, on doing 
their part, just when their presence and co-operation is 
most needed are like soldiers who fail to report for duty, 
when an important battle is about to be fought. 

Whatever you do or don't do, let it never be said of 
you that you are a deadhead in your union. Do your bit 
the very best you can and by so doing become an inspira- 
tion and an example for all your fellow workmen. | 

Automobiles cannot run without its wheels being in 
running condition, neither can a union succeed unless its | 
members are live enough wires to function. 


LABOR GETS WHAT IT FIGHTS FOR 


Practically no concession ever made to labor was ever 
won unless labor either fought long and hard to attain it 
or had such a strong fighting organization developed that 
it became the better part of valor for the employers to 
reach a peaceable settlement rather than let it come to an 


open breach. 


Not only has it been necessary for labor to fight for 
practically everything it has won but it has always been 
equally necessary to maintain a strong organization to. 
hold whatever gains may have been made from time to 
time. 


Labor's history is filled with examples of workers | 
hurriedly organized and in a wave of enthusiasm winning 
certain concessions only to lose them later on for the. 
reason that they let the union go by the board with the | 
result that they were helpless to defend themselves when | 
their weakened union was ignored and repudiated by 
employers who would have respected the union had their 
employes remained true to it. 


To hold gains made it is necessary for labor to be’ 
organized and disciplined, so that the entire membership 
is ready to fight on mighty short notice, whenever that | 
becomes necessary to hold ground gained or make fresh | 
advances. 


This does not mean that labor is eternally striking or | 
that labor should be walking out for every trivial griev- | 
ance which may occur. But it does mean that labor needs 
to be prepared to lay down all tools when every other | 
means fails. 


Strikes are never popular. Workers usually shun them 
just as long as there is any other hope. As a rule, a strike 
is the last resort, when all else fails. Employers, who make | 
a practice of sitting down with representatives of their 
employes’ own choosing, usually can work out a fair and 
amicable settlement. 


It is the employers, who refuse to recognize the right 
of their employes to organize, who claim they have noth- 
ing to arbitrate and nothing to negotiate about, who are, 
the cause of most strikes. A different attitude would avert | 


fully ninety per cent of the strikes that do take place.

severely that one, Joseph Shoe- 
maker, died.

sons the A. F. of L. would hold its 


| convention, scheduled for Tampa, 
; in some other state. 


Victims Not Unionists 

The three victims of the mob had 
no official connection with the A. 
F. of L. They were active in a 
movement to relieve conditions 
among local unemployed. 

Police seized the trio at a meet- 
ing in a private home, took them 
to the station for “questioning” and 
then delivered them into the hands 
of a “vigilante” mob of low-wage 
employers. 

Shoemaker and his two compan- 
ions were lashed with straps and 
chains until their nude bodies were 
a mass of wounds. Boiling tar 


was then poured over them. Shoe- 
| maker died nine days later. |

providing for persons in distress, | 
to deny that it owes respon- | 
sibility to the unemployed, and to 
turn them back to the limitations 
of local resources and the mercies 
of private generosity. 

To my mind, this position more 
iccurate reflects a concern on 
the part « 1 handful of rich and 
powerful men for their perogatives 
and pocketbooks than a sincere in- 
erest in the maintenance of state 
and local rights.” 

Mr. Williams added that he was 
opposed to the policy applied by 
the federal government for two 
and one-half years of relieving 
states and localities of all respon- 
sibility for their own unemployed 
people, adding: “If we are ever to 


make adequate

eral, state and local governments.” 

In reply to the criticism that the 
works progress administration plan 
does not meet the entire need oi 
the unemployment situation, Mr.
